Sec. 3-815.1. Commercial distribution fee.

(1) Beginning July 1, 2003, in addition to any tax or
i nposed under this Code:

(a) Vehicles of the second division with a gross
vehicle weight that exceeds 8,000 pounds and that incur
any tax or fee under subsection (a) of Section 3-815 of
this Code or subsection (a) of Section 3-818 of this
Code, as applicable, and shall pay to the Secretary of
State a commerci al distribution fee, for each
registration vyear, for the use of the public highways,
State infrastructure, and State services, in an anount
equal to 36% of the taxes and fees incurred under
subsection (a) of Section 3-815 of this Code, or
subsecti on (a) of Section 3-818 of this Code, as
appl i cabl e, rounded up to the nearest whol e dollar.

(b) Vehicles of the second division with a gross
vehi cl e wei ght of 8,000 pounds or |less and that incur any
tax or fee under subsection (a) of Section 3-815 of this
Code or subsection (a) of Section 3-818 of this Code, as
applicable, and have clainmed the rolling stock exenption
under the Retailers' Qccupation Tax Act, Use Tax Act,
Service Cccupation Tax Act, or Service Use Tax Act shal
pay to the Illinois Departnment of Revenue (or the
Secretary of State under an intergovernnental agreenent)

a commercial distribution fee, for each registration
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year, for the wuse of the public hi ghways, State
infrastructure, and State services, in an anpunt equal to
36% of the taxes and fees incurred under subsection (a)
of Section 3-815 of this Code or subsection (a) of
Section 3-818 of this Code, as applicable, rounded up to
t he nearest whol e dollar.

The fees paid under this subsection (I) Seetten shall be

deposited by the Secretary of State into the General Revenue
Fund.

(2) Any person who has paid the distribution f ee

collected wunder subsection (I) of this Section for fiscal

vear 2004 is entitled to a full refund.

The Secretary shall adopt rules for inplementing this

subsection (2).
